NAMES THAT ARE BEARD. 

The various Presidential candidates, 
dark herses and rossibilities discussed 
tenight are: Cleveland, Hill and Flower 
ef New York, Boies of Iowa, Palmer of 
Illinois, Gorman of Maryland, Carlisle 
of Ketucky, Morrison of Illinois, Camp- 
bell of Ohio, Russell of Massachusetts, 
Gray of Indiana and Pattison of Penn- 
sylvania. Probably Palmer and Gor- 
man will havea following on the first 
ballot, but the others figure entirely as 
dark horses and compromise candidates. 
The delegates from the Syracuse con- 
vention are a good deal stirred up over 
the Murphy manifesto and a numberof 
them are prepared with responses de- 
signed to counteract the effects and 
show that Cleveland ig not only the 
strongest man in the Democratic party 
in New York, but that he could carry 
that State and would get large numbers 
of independent and Republican votes 
which no other Democrat could. 

Among the anti-snap delegates today. 
Edward B. Whitney of Brooklyn said of 
Murphy: ‘He is a man who will be 
treacherous to anybody and there is no 
use in trying to humor him in the nomi- 
nation because he will not know until 
election day whether he will be true or 
false. Kvery cther Democrat of the 
State of New York will vote for Cleye- 
land, if nominated. Forthat reason, 
though there may be Democrats whom 
I would personally prefer to Cleveland 
for the Presidential nomination, I doubt 
not that he is by far the most available 
for the State of New York.”’

He said the meeting was a solemn 
one, deeply earnest, animated by love 
of country, family, home and religion;

dom. He said the meeting was not a 
sham, hut a throbbing reality that 
would never have home rule. This dec- 
laration was received with prolonged 
cheering, the immense audience rising 
to give vent to their feelings. 

Sir W. Q, Ewart proposed resolutions 
deciaring Ulster’s avowed and fixed re- 
solve to remain unchanged in its pres- 
ent position as an integral portion of 
the United Kingdom, and protesting in 
a most unequivocal manner against the 
pesrse® of any measure to rob it of its 

heritance in the Imperial Parliament 
under which its capital is invested and 
its homes and rights safeguarded. The 
resolutions further declare that Ulster 
will have nothing to do witha parii 
ment certain to be controlled 
men responsible for the crimes 
and outrages of the Land League, 
for the dishonesty of the plan of cam- 
paign and the cruelties of boycotting, 
many of whom have shown themselves 
ready instruments of clerical dominion; 
thatthe attempt toset up such a par- 
liament will inevitably result in disor- 
der, violence and bloodshed.

A Treaty in the Way. 

In view of the fact that the Repub- 
lican platform indorses the Nicaragua 
Canal project and recomniends that the 
Government extend assistance to it and 
exercise control over the canal when 
completed it may not be out of order to 
look into the provisions of the Clayton- 
Bulwer “treaty of 1850, a clause of 
which is here quoted:

An,examination of the tes- 
timony taken by inspectors aud upon which 
the Postmaster-General claims to have 
acted shows that neither their conclusions 
nor his are supported by the:statements cf 
the parties implicated. On the contrary 
the testimony reported by. the inspectors 
confirms and corroborates that taken by - 
the Civil Service Commission, and the. 
severe strictures and criticisms which the 
inspectors passed upon the work of Roose- 
veltin making investigation are not 


borne out by the facts stated by the wit- 
nesses. 


The replies of the Postmaster-General 
to many questions propounded by. your 
committee are evasive and utterly incon- 
sistent with the evidence on which he 
claims to have acted: The garbled state- 
ment of the evidence taken before the in.

Damages Caused by Regrading 
Temple Street. 


The Awards by the Jury Foot Upa 
Total of $64,860.98. 
The Court Will Now Pass on Dama- 
ges in the Other. Cases. 


The Injunction Against the Bullding of 
_the Elysian Park Road Dissolved— 


‘The Cohn-Leonis Suit—Gen- 
eral Court Notes. 


The jury in the “Temple street grade”’ 
case, after having been “out -for ahout 
twenty-five hours, returned into court 
at 8:40 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
with an unanimous verdict, and was 
discharged. 

The instructions given to the jurors 
by Judge Shaw, on his own motion, be- 
fore they went out were as follows: 


In this action the only. questions submit- 
téd to’ you for decision are; 

First--How much will the property of 
each defendant be damaged by the regrad- 
ing of the streets abutting thereon, in the 


manner proposed by the plaintiff? 


Second—How much, if any, will the prop. 
erty ot each defendant be benefited by the 
fegrading of the said streets as proposed by 
plaintiff? 

In answering these questions you must 
consider the property of eaci defendant 

separately, and in the same manner as if 
he or she were the only defendant in the 
action. No.one of the defendants can be 
required to adjust his property to the new 


_ grade in any particular manner with refer. 


ence to his néighbor, and you have no right 
to assume that any adjoining neighbor will 
make such achange in his property as wiil 
enable his neighbor to adjust his lot to the 
new grade at any less expense than if the 


. adjoining lot was leftin its present condi- 


tion, but you must consider the fact that 
such adjoining owner cannot be required 
to do'so in determining how much, if any, 
‘the market value will be reduced by the 
proposed change. ' 

The measure of the benefit to each lot is 
the amount which each lot will be increased 
in market value from advantages accruing. 
by reason of the streets being changed as" 
proposed by plaintiff, hot including, how- 
ever, any increase by reason of any im- 
provement made -on the lot or improve- 
ments for the prrpose of adjusting: it to the 
new grade. 

The market value of the property at the 
date of the issuing of the summons herein, 
to wit, on the 3d day of July, 1890, shail 
be taken as the value as the basis for esti-. 
mating the damages. This market value 
is not what the property would sell fo> at 
a forced sale but what it would bring in 
the market at private sale in the usual way 
after a reasonable time and effort to find a 
purchaser. 

The .measure of the damages to be al- 
lowed to each defendant is the amount of 
the difference between the market value of 
the lot wit: the grade of the street as it 
now is and tae market value of such lot as 
it would be immediately after the streets 
are graded to the new grade and before 


anything is done to adjust the lot tothe 


new grade, and without adding anything 
for any benefit that may arise from the 


new grade. 


' Such benefits, if any there” be, must be 
assessed separately. 

In determining the market value ‘of such 
lot after the proposed grade is made, 
may consider the expense of any an ail 
alterations in the lot or improvements 
which the'change of grade may make nec- 
essary to render the property as conven- 
lent and ‘useful as it now is, and also any 
reduction in the market value of such lot in 
the condition it will be iw after such altera- 
tions are made, caused bv such change of 
grade and alteratiors. 


The verdict returned in accordance 
with these instructions was as. follows:

Stulen Silverware Recovered by 
the Detectives. 


A Clew at Last Discovered to the 
Identity of the Thieves. 


Several Articles Which it is Thought 
Gan be Traced. 


Attempted Burglgry of Residence en 
Boyle Hieights—The Thief Fright~ . 
ened Away Before Anything 

Was Secured—Notes 


Several days ago Detectives Benson 
‘and Auble and Officer Conley arrested 
three tough-looking: citizens and locked 
them up on suspicion, looking. 
through their rooms the detectives 
found a Jot of silverware and from this 
they were led to believe the men are 
burg: ars, but no one in this city has re- 
ported the loss of property answering 
the description and photographs of the 
. supposed thieves and a description of 
the property were sent to the officers up 
North, as it-fs believed that the sus- 
pects came from that section of the 
country. 

Up to date Chief Glass has failed to 
hear from the North, but the officers 
got a clew yesterday that will probably 
lead to the conviction. of the rascals. 
The rooms occupied by the fellows was 
again searched yesterday and a lot of 
jewelry and silverware was found in 
the bedding where the men had cop- 
cealed it. 

@ic piece of silverware will certainly 
be the means of identifying the men. 
It is. a beautifully chased silver goblet 
with the following inscription on the 
side: ‘Presented to T. W. Parker, 
D.D., atoken of love from the little 
ones of his flock. Cambridge, January 
2, 1854.’ There is also an eld style 
napkin ring with the name “Emma’”’ 
engraved on it. 

Among the plunder are several razors 
that hare been in use for years, and 
they were manufactured aver 100 years 
ago. There are two old-fashioned gold 
brooches set with amethysts and blood- 
stones. 

There is no doubt but that the stuff i¢ 
stolen goods, but thé question now is, 
where did the thieves gat it. Dr. 
Parker must be dead, and the old goblet 
was stolen from some member of his 
family who prizes it very highly. Every 
effort will be made to locate the awner 
of the goods, and the suspects will be 
held as long as possible. They are 
about the hardest- looking gang that 
have been in the clutches “of the police 
for some time past. ‘They had only just 
arrived in the city when the oificers 
spotted them, and it is almost certain 
that they have done no work here, but if 
they bad been allowed to go free a few 
days longer somebody * would have 
suffered.
